Tbe 
stable and painting room have disap¬ 
peared. but one important feature re 
main*. This la tbe mulberry tree, un¬ 
der whose shade be entertained tbe 
Uttle foundlings put out to nurse at 
Cblawlek. Hogarth’s marriage was 
childless, and bis affection went out 
to stranger children. 

Hogarth died at tbe age of sixty* 
•even at his honse Is Leicester Fields, 
where be had gone Lo a weak state 
Sifter an illness. The funeral waa at 
Cbiswlck. Ells tombstoue bears tbe 
following Inscription: 

Far*w*||. great painter of mankind. 

Who reached the nobleet point of art. 

Whose pictured moral* ch*jrm the mind 
And through the eye correct the heart I 

If genlu* Are thee, reader, stay. 

If nature touch thee drop a tear; 

If neither move thee turn away.

AFRICA’S GREAT DESERT. 


Sahara Iw^ot All Barren and Ha* Two 
Diatinot Populations 

The Sahara, that vast expanse of 
country lying to tbe south of Algeria. 
Is commonly called "tbe desert'* by 
Europeans. Tbe name Sahara In no¬ 
wise. however, means "desert” It la 
•imply: tbe Arab appellation of this ex¬ 
tensive tract mainly composed of 
great plains, wblch are even well pop¬ 
ulated in certain districts. It Is quite 
a mistake to Imagine that all ts barren 
and sterile, for there are to be found 
large date palm plantations as well as 
numerous docks of sheep and great 
numbers of camels which mao must 
tend and care for. 

Tbe Sahara contains two distinct 
populations—tbe one sedentary, tbe 
other nomad. The former live In tbe 
towns and villages, cultivating the soli 
and tending the date palms. Tbe lat¬ 
ter are shepherds, roaming from place 
to place In search of pasture for their 
cattle. How few are there in the 
home land who have any Idea of tbe 
Sahara or of thd Arab tribes who*live 
there! Travelers to these regions are 
•comparatively rare, but all are amply 
repaid for a visit 

Life among tbe moving tents of tbe 
nomads is deeply interesting In Its 
primitive simplicity. The country lt- 
«eif has a grandeur and beauty which 
Is quite unique. Its rolling dunes, 
painted with orange and crimson a ad 
gold against violet and purple shad¬ 
ows B(C sunrise and sunset; its green 
. oases. Its wild sandstorms. Its lovely 
mirages, once seen are never to be for¬ 
gotten. While tbe solemn silence 
strikes tbe soul with awe. one almost 
realises wby tbe Arabs call all this 
"tbe garden of Allah.'’—Christian Her 
aid.

The question of adopting commission 
form ol government is being agitated 
in M utley. 

A delegation of Nutley citizens visited 
Ridgewood in Passaic county where 
commission government is in operation 
and Mayor Garber of that place told 
the visitors that under the commission 
form Ridgewood saved enough in a 
few days to pay the salaries of tie 
entire commission for a whole year. 
At present we are paying something like 
$n,ooo in salaries to about twenty c>f- 
licals. Most of these places could 
be done away With, as the commission 
with a few clerks would be able to look 
after matters folly. Because of ineffi¬ 
ciency and lack of business system 
there are many leaks in the present 
government that could be eliminated. 

The chief arguments in favor of 
commission government for towns and 
cities are that it eliminates partisan and 
ward politics; that it introduces econ¬ 
omy and business methods; that it 
gives the voters direct control both of 
measures and officials; that it gets rid 
of star chamber proceedings and makes 
all town business and accounts public; 
that it establishes direct responsibility 
and renders. each commissioner an¬ 
swerable to the voters for the conduct 
of his department; that it expedites busi¬ 
ness and i* not subject to any delay 
found under the old mayor and council 
system; that it puts a better class of 
citizens to take a keener interest in 
men in office; that is arouses the 
town affairs; that it gets rid of sinecure 
positions and political snaps; and 
finally that it makes boss rule practically 
impossible.
